Minister Sets 
Forth Cattle 
Sales Aid Plan 


Weir Scheme Aims to be of General 
Marketing Plan 


A threefold plan by which farmers 
in the sections suffering from drouth 
might be aided in marketing their 
cattle by means of a reduction of 50 
per cent in the freight rate to them, 
was outlined Sunday evening by the 
Hon, Robt. Weir, federal minister 
of agriculture. Hon, T. L. Kennedy, 
minister of agriculture for Ontario, 
was quoted as saying that there was 
a big demand for Alberta cattle and 
that Ontario was prepared to handle 
at least another 100,000 feeder 
cattle from Western Canada, 
was to fill this demand, said Mr. 
Weir, that an arrangement of some 
sort had been thought advisable by 
the Federal Governmnt, 

The first phase of the plan, he said 
was to help farmers and ranchers in 
dried out districts to send their 
cattle to feeder farms in the east, 
50 per cent of the freight cost being 
assumed by the Federal Government. 
Second, a similar percentage of 
freight costs would be assumed by 
the government in the shipping of 
the finished cattle from the feeder 
farms to the seaboard. 

Thirdly, the Ontario Government 
was conducting negotiations where- 
by it would secure from western 
Canada a shipment of 2500 feeder 
steers for distribution among junior 
farm clubs in Ontario, These animals 
would be handled through the Beef

by the weapon. 

The skull of the child was shatter- 
ed, indicating death was caused by 
gunshot wounds or by violent blows. 

The skull of Lievo was also shatt- 
ered, and shotgun pellets found im- 
bedded in it. ; 

In returning their verdict the 
coroner’s jury found that the woman 
and child had met death at the 
hands of Frederick Lievo, and that 
Lievo had taken his own life.

Barren Island 
Becomes Garden 


Cape Town, South Africa—Cannon 
Island, South Africa's largest island, 
situated hundreds of miles inland 
in the middle of the Orange River,’ 
has been transformed from @# desert 
territory, the Haunt of goats and 
reptiles, into a fertile region, 

Cannon Island is 11 miles long 
and three miles wide. Its history. 
dates almost entirely to the years 
since 1926. The government had_ 
turned down all applications for! 
settlement, and the only use to 
which the island was put was for 
grazing goats, a concession which 
was taken advantage of by half- 
castes. 

Then 52 determined men—English 
and Dutch — decided to become 
squatters and see what course .the 
law would take. Their work of con- 
structing a canal had not advanced 
far when a member of the police’ 


appeared and ordered the squatters | @ 


to move from the island. On the' 
first occasion the 52 men obeyed the 
orders and left, but when the po- | 
liceman’s back was turned they re-. 
turned to finish their day’s work. | 

With so many able hands assisting | 
in the digging of the canal, progress | 
was swift, and when the policeman 
paid his second official visit the 
squatters 
than ever to see their scheme com-' 
'plted. So the policeman was firmly 
removed from his horse and given | 
a spade.
